The founding of a society, forged by necessity rather than custom, is the 
background for the story of Miriam and the 19th century Australian gold rush. When 
Miriam's first husband dies, herding sheep in the bush, she Finds a true friend in 
Jardie Kerr, a "cocky bush boyo" not above stealing and violence when needed, and 
makes an enemy of lecherous Steverin. She marries young, ambitious Lomarlock and 
with his death, is married again to Cary, shrewd and sharp, whose fortunes are en- 

dangered by the virulent hatred of James Morar and his brood. When Miriam is again 
oe widowed, it is in her sons that her hopes for security and peace continue, but it 
is through them that scandal and trouble follow. And before her death she is 
forced to confess to Jardie, her champion through the years, that it is she who 
has been the dishonest one. A vigorous panning of a rough, new country and the 
people of all sorts who settled it, this is essentially a woman's novel - of 
huskier proportions than most.

His scribe, Seriah, is sitting with him and the old 
king, reminiscing, starts the story of his life- the struggles with his unruly, 
human passions and the happinesses and miseries they caused him. TIbn-Zahav's David 
meets Bathsheba when he is but a young shepherd boy. Later, after David has well 
embarked on his political career, curried favour with Saul, maneuvered to gain

and so David must commit adultery to win her back. The changes effected by the 
author do not make for a consequential or meaningful reinterpretation of the story 
but on the whole, Mr. Ibn-Zahav has put this personal history into the mouth of 

r David quite smoothly.

Robbins, Russell Hope 
THE T. S. ELIOT MYTH $3.00 

An excellent, thought provoking and condemning analysis of the western world's 
most talked of contemporary poet and thinker, by a well known professor and writer in the 
field of Middle English verse who was educated at Cambridge and now teaches in Brooklyn. 
Ultimately, Robbins interprets Eliot neither as true artist or poet but as a reactionary, 
fascistic, religiously dogmatic propagandist for anti-humanism. In four sections that dis- 
cuss Eliot as legend, philosopher, writer and social problem, Robbins says first that he 
lacks faith in and obviously hates people. One has only to look at the frustrations and 
stupidly self-inflicted limitations of a Prufrock who is powerless to do more than measure 
out his life with coffee spoons. Robbins continues with Eliot's philosophy as it is couched 
in the hopelessness of the post-World War-I moral bankruptcy- the emergent theme of The 
Wasteland. Furthering his philosophy in the four Quartets, Eliot tries to shore up the ruin- 
ed traditions of the past - with this as his only and inherently vain hope for a good life. 
Too, Eliot's writing gains stature and popular meaning only when it departs from his theolo- 
gical views. As to Eliot's present and problematical prominence, it has been furthered by 
the world's social imbalance and his adoption as a kind of god by the school of the New 
Criticism which looks to form rather than content in its judgements. Eliot's whole being is@® 
in fine, a reflection of certain tendencies in modern society towards the shallows, the 
narrow and the decadent, and only as such is he worthy of notice. But whether or not Rob- 
bins' obsession with Eliot rises beyond the point of a mere wish to illustrate: decadence, 
his book is worthy in its complete and quite fascinating coverage of all of Eliot's works.

A companion volume to Shrubs and Vines for American Gardens (1949), this 
again is a practical guide to the best types of trees currently available. There 
are 750 recommended species and varieties and a secondary list of 1600 which are 
either inferior or no better, and the general coverage covers hardiness (with a map), 
order of bloom, ornamental fruits, foliage color, trees for various purposes, for 
street and highway planting, one hundred tree champions, dwarf trees. Color, fra- 
grance, height and shape, large and small properties, seasonal and geographical 
questions, etc., are all given consideration. Illustrated and indexed - a useful 
work book.

the Germany of today is not a work of importance. In the introduction, he states his 
views: the world has a slave society and a free one; West Germany is our prime line of 
defense in Europe and we must build up protective ground forces; what happens in the 
future will depend on United States policy and how the French act and react. This is a 
good start but Mr. Brodrick goes on to implement his theses disappointingly by a series of 
hodge-podge, jammed together thumb-nail sketches of various personal experiences and any 
aspect of Germany that randomly enters his mind.

Lockhart, R. H. Bruce Philosophical Library 
JAN MASARYK $6.00 


A very personal sort of memoir this, not a rounded biography, written by the 
author of British Agent (best known of many works), close observer of the tragedy of 
Czechoslovakia's rise and fall, and intimate friend of Jan Masaryk. While his devotion 
ind admiration is dominant, he is clear sighted as to young Masaryk's early playboy att- 
itude, his tendency to hero-worship, uncritically, his suave gift for making friends, but 
his lack of brilliance in planning. He shows the youth developing under his varied roles, 
zrowing to maturity as a diplomat, a trouble-shooter, in England, his adherence to an 





ideal, but his occasional vacillation in developing ways and means. The reminiscence high- © 
spots the events that influenced him most but the author makes no attempt to analyze his 
political convictions, his emotional confusion, the details of his personal tragedy. One 

feels that Lockhart is convinced that he chose suicide as a way out, rather than accepting 

the idea that it was murder. A warm, human portrait emerges, and the whole throws a good 

deal of light on the Czechoslovakia tragedy. But it is not as critical a study, nor as 


penetrating as one might wish.

That dedicated assembler, interpreter, instructor and investigator of sani-

March Phillipps, Lisle Philosophical Library 
THE WORKS OF MAN , $4.75 


Lisle March Phillips, born and educated in England, was a widely travelled 
man both in the east and the west and is perhaps best known for his former work, 
Form and Color. The present volume was first printed in 1911, reprinted four years 
later from persistent demands in the art world, and is now available again after 
eighteen years. As an art student and critic March Phillipps was against the form- 
content, symmetry of line schools of aesthetic judgments of his aay, such as those 
propounded by Roger Fry, Clive Bell and Blomfield. Maintaining that art is a social 
thing that must be regarded as an outcome of the cultural characteristics of its 
creators, he comments on 'the works of man‘ from the Egyptian temples to 17th cen- 
tury French court furniture, saying for example that it took a materialistic non- 
intellectual people such as the Egyptians to build the expansive monoliths of pyra- 
mids and to produce the static, expressionless figures adorning the sides of their 
buildings; that the corruption and richness of the French court naturally produced 
an art with luxury as the only reason for its existence. Though a bit traditional and 
deterministic, March Phillipps' discussions do present a neat survey of art through 
the ages. A gift for the beginning art student or for one who wants a more complete 
library.

PIONEER DAYS IN IDAHO COUNTY: Vol. II $10.00 


Whereas the first volume in this regional research project dealt with towns 
and cities in Idaho County, this successor is largely concerned with the rivers, moun- 
tains, lakes, highways and trails in this part of the country. Once again this is a 
massive miscellany of information derived from primary source materials- and geography 
and geology, nomenclature, literary and historical. references, incidents and land- 
marks, prairies and mines, forests and farms fill in the landscape past and present. 
The first volume appeared in 1947, and this again will have a limited, local audience.

LIBERTY OR EQUALITY $6.00 


It is always interesting to read about best ways to rule the world. In this 
case the author's solution lies in Roman Catholicism. The method used is a neat, de- 

terministic description of political and religious thought and event from the Reforma- 
tion to the present day, the outcome of which says that protestantism, child of democ- 
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racy, formed the necessary background for the rise of fascism and national socialism. 

[In seven chapters the author says these things: that the great political thinkers, in the 
true Platonic sense of the word, from 1790 to the present, saw totalitarianism as a direct 
sutcome of democracy; that democracy is inherently a weak form of government; that a mon- 
archy is a more stable form of government; that the political temperament of today's 
Catholic Nations is liberal and strong in faith; that the reformers Hus, Luther and Cal- 
vin worked indirectly for the establishment of the first real police state (under Cal- 
vin's regime in Geneva) and caused the rise of Naziism. To avoid the pitfalls of democ- 
racy it is necessary to create a maximum of individual liberty, abolish the party systen, 
to have a strong ideological and philosphical system, keep the majority will subordinate 
to the determination of what is reasonable and useful, subjugate utilitarian and ration- 
al values to the commands of ethics and religion. Of course, there is little mention 

made of the pitfalls of Roman Catholicism and what more can be done after reading such a 
book than to go and make prayer to the Lord? To be said in its favour, the author's 
thesis is presented in a scholarly, well documented and well planned forn.

Carrington, Hereward & Dutton 
Fodor, Nandor HAUNTED PEOPLE $3.50 


Some assorted research and reports on those "noisy spirits", poltergeists, 
which are alternately contributed by Hereward Carrington, Founder of the American 
Pyschical Institute, and Dr. Fodor, an analyst, who was formerly the research officer 
of the International Institute of Pyschical Research. Carrington's principal contrib- 
ution here is a chronology of some 375 cases in which poltergeists were reported and 
recorded, of which 26 were fraudulent, 19 doubtful, but the main body of evidence lends 
support to the possibility and probability of these apport phenomena. Dr. Fodor applies 
pyschonalyticinsights and techniques to his discussion of certain cases, in particular ©} 
that of the hysteric Mrs. Forbes (a disassociation of personality) and the Bell Witch in 
the 19th century, in which John Bell was persecuted and eventually poisoned by his polter- 
geist (his daughter Betsy)... An interesting merger of scientific investigation and spec- 
slation- for a field which has a marked- if defined- fascination.

A reappraisal of Dean Acheson as Secretary of State that reaffirms the author's 
belief that the cabinet officer's abilities, integrity and intelligence are ample for the 
second most important job in the nation which he holds.

Chaudhuri, Nirad C. Macmillan 
THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF AN UNKNOWN INDIAN $6.00 


Through the chronicle of his life, Mr. Chaudhuri,an Indian writer and journal- 
ist and resident of Calcutta, mingles the growth and changes of India's politics, so- 
cieties, national feelings with those of his own personality. It is a serious and 
introspective narrative and historical testimony. Born at the end of the last century 
in East Bengal, Mr. Chaudhuri describes first his birthplace, the ancestral village | 
of his family, and his mother’s village. From his sojourn in England he goes on to 
an account of his family with some sidelights on Hindu-Muslim political action of 
the times. His growth to manhood and student days in Calcutta pave the way for his 
consideration of Indian nationalism, for example, his thoughts on the struggles be- 
tween the conservative and liberal forces in Hinduism and Tagore's work for the 
Liberals, his own entrance into journalism, and a discussion of the course of Indian 
history. He is of course an idealist and in favour of an ultimately free and united 
India. At times many of the long, detailed biographical passages are tough sledding, 
but the whole is reminiscent of a work like Vincent Sheean's Personal History and 
does contain some pithy material. Limited audience. (10/30)
